@ Hyde were relegated on 
TI March, after a 3-0 
defeat to Alfreton. With 
three matches to go 
they were 35 points 
from safely and 23 
adrift of the team 
directly above them. 
After two league 
games, their goal 
record stood at one 
scored, 13 conceded. 
Their home fans have 
not seen them win this 
season. They've 
managed three home 
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draws, but were 
dumped out of the FA 
Trophy at home by 
North Ferriby United. 
Their only victory, 2-0 
against Welling, came 
on 14 January, 28 
league games and 137 
days into the season. 
They lost all their 
games in September, 
October and December.
